None of the prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest an auxiliary for 
fine pattern formation comprising 

a modified polyvinyl alcohol protected with a protecting group, 
a water-soluble crosslinking agent, and 

water or a mixed solvent of water and a water-soluble organic solvent, 
wherein the modified polyvinyl alcohol components having weight-average molecular 
weights of 250,000 or more are present at 1000 ppm or less in the modified polyvinyl 
alcohol. 

Thus, claims 1, 2 and 6-12 are allowed.
